Eight  Howe  teachers  will 
be  declared  "surplus"  and 
will  no  longer  have  full- 
semester  teaching  positions 
here  at  the  beginning  of  sec- 
ond semester,  according  to 
Principal  Frank  Tout. 

Teachers  are  assigned  to 
schools  according  to  the  size 
of  the  student  enrollment. 
Because  of  the  number  of 
seniors  graduating  in 
January,  and  other  students 
just  not  registering  for  school 
next  semester,  there  appears 
to  be  a "surplus"  of  teachers 
or,  more  teachers  than  are 
necessary  considering  the 
enrollment  size  at  Howe. 

"Howe  has  been  told  that  it 
has  12  surplus  teachers,  but 


we  have  been  asked  to  give 
up  eight,"  says  Tout.  "We're 
still  negotiating." 

The  "surplus"  decision 
came  from  the  I.P.S.  School 
Board.  Tout  adds  the  policy 
of  declaring  "surplus" 
teachers  has  been  going  on 
for  a long  time  but  was  dis- 
continued last  year. 

Tout  feels  that  "especially 
faced  with  the  problems  of 
desegreation  . . . the  school 
district  is  very  much  not  in- 
clined to  contract  additional 
teachers  when  there  are 
"surplus"  teachers  availa- 
ble." 

"These  people  who  are 
designated  as  "surplus"  still 
have  a job.  They  will  be  as- 
signed perhaps  to  another 
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Chess  . . . Mark  Blackstad, 
senior,  won  the  United 
States  Chess  Federation 
tournament  at  Indiana- 
Purdue  University  Dec.  2.

school  where  there  is  an 
opening.  They  will  be  as- 
signed as  a substitute  within 
this  school,  or  assigned  pos- 
sibly as  a substitute  in  the 
I.P.S.  pool,"  said  Tout. 

Teachers  in  the  pool.  Tout 
added,  are  many  times  used 
to  fill  in  where  teacher  resig- 
nations occur,  instead  of  hav- 
ing the  school  board  hire 
new  teachers. 

Surplus  teachers  must  be 
paid  theiroriginal  salary,  said 
English  Department  Chair- 
man Bruce  Beck.  "They  can- 
not lose  their  jobs  because 
by  Indiana  state  law,  if  you 
have  not  notified  a teacher  by 
May  7 of  the  previous  year, 
they  cannot  be  fired  and  are 
automatically  under  con- 
tract." 

The  decision  of  who  to 
surplus  is  primarily  up  to 
Tout.  "Seniority  is  a factor" 
in  the  decision,  said  Tout, 
"but  sometimes  we  have  to 
skip  around  for  program." 

"We  do  not  ordinarily 
surplus  people  who  have  as- 
signments that  cannot  be 
covered  by  someone  else," 
such  as  a Latin  teacher  or 
physics  teacher. 

"We  will  not  surplus  a 
coach,  or  sponsor  of  an  activ- 
ity for  which  particular  train- 
ing is  required,"  Tout  added. 


It  is  uncertain  as  to  when 
Tout  will  make  his  decision. 
"I've  avoided  it,"  he  said. 
"It's  a question  of  'well,  is  the 
school  board  likely  to  change 
its  mind?'  " 

"No  one  wants  to  be  a bad 
guy.  No  one  wants  to  be  a 
contributor  to  the  morale 
dropping,  so  you  avoid  mak- 
ing the  decision  until  the  last 
possible  moment,"  Tout 
added. 

As  for  picking  who  goes 
and  who  stays,  Tout  says  "I 
have  a great  reluctance  to  do 
that  because  I,  in  most  cases, 
was  the  person  who  asked 
these  people  to  come  with 
us.  Now  I'm  telling  them,  in 
effect,  that  I'm  sure  it's  very 
likely  to  come  down  to  'we 
don't  need  you  anymore.'  " 

"I  think  it's  bad  for  staff 
morale.  I feel  that  every  staff 
member  makes  some  con- 
tribution to  the  total  pro- 
gram," Tout  concluded. 

Beck  said,  "I  think  it's  com- 
pletely unfair  to  surplus 
people  at  midterm.  If  we 
have  to  do  surplusing,  it 
should  be  done  at  the  end  of 
the  school  year." 

"It's  wrong  to  disrupt 
people  and  to  move  them 
around,"  continued  Beck. 

"It's  a very  painful  thing," 
he  added.

The  Hornet  Cagers  took  a 
beating  from  top  ranked 
South  Bend  Adams  last 
weekend  at  the  Hall  of  Fame 
Classic  at  Hinkle  Fieldhouse.
